BY-LAW No. 732 
A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $291,000.00 


WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk deems it necessary to borrow the sum of Two 
hundred and ninety-one thousand dollars to meet, until the 
taxes are collected, the current expenditures of the corpora- 
tion for the year, the amount being 70% of revenue for 1938. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount of the estimated 
revenues of the Corporation as set forth in the estimates 
adopted for the year 1938, not including revenues derivable 
or derived from arrears of taxes, borrowings and issues of 
debentures, is $430,716.53. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore authorized 
to be borrowed this year for the purposes mentioned in sub- 
section (1) of section 339 of the Municipal Act is two hun- 
dred and ninety-one thousand dollars, of which the Corpora- 
tion has not already borrowed any sum. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORA- 
TION OF THE COUNTY OF NORFOLK hereby enacts as 


follows: 


1. The Head and the Treasurer are hereby authorized 
on behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time, 
by way of promissory notes or notes from the Bank of 
Montreal or from such other source to the best interests of 
the County, a sum not exceeding in the aggregate two hun- 
dred and ninety-one thousand dollars, to meet until the taxes 
are collected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for 
the year, including the amounts required for the purposes 
mentioned in sub-section (1) of the said section 339, and to 
give on behalf of the Corporation to the Bank or other per- 
sons a promissory note or notes, sealed with the Corporate 
seal and signed by them for the moneys so borrowed with 
interest at a rate not exceeding 414% per annum, which may 
be paid in advance or otherwise. 
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2, All sums borrowed from the said Bank or other 
‘sources for any or all of the purposes mentioned in said Sec- 
tion 339, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the 
whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current year 
and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are 
received. 


3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant to the au- 
thority of this By-law, as well as all other sums borrowed 
in this year and any previous years from the said Bank or 
any other persons for any or all of the purposes mentioned 
in the said Section 339, together with the interest thereon, 
all of the moneys hereafter collected or received on account 
or realized in respect of the taxes levied for the current year 
and preceding years and all of the moneys collected or re- 
ceived from any other source, which may lawfully be applied 
for such purpose.

Gentlemen,—I have conducted the usual monthly audit 
of the books of account of the County for the year 1938 and 
have found the books in good order. 


In the General Account there is a cash balance in the 
Bank of $9,180.95 without any liability to the Bank. 


In the County Road System Account there is no balance 
whatsoever in the Bank, but there is a debt of $101,462.03 to 
the Bank. 


The above figures are the results of the actual receipts 
and expenditures in these accounts, but if all the Accounts 
Receivable and Accounts Payable were settled it is estimated 
that the balances would be as follows: 


General Account—Surplus ....ccceeeceeesseesreeeees $7,721.40 
County Road System—Deficit ....eeees 20,066.56 


Proper vouchers or authority for all payments have been 
produced to me and the Treasurer and the Deputy Treasurer 
have cheerfully afforded me any information required of 
them. 


The Treasurer’s bond for $10,000.00 has been renewed 
to expire on 28th June, 1939, and the bond of the Deputy 
Treasurer for $5,000.00 to expire on 20th February, 1939. 
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I enclose statements for the General Account, the County 
Road System Account and the Capital Account, the last 
showing a surplus of $1,320,426.11. 


The debenture debt has been reduced by $39,089.76.
